in a residential subdivision; 

2. Drive a motorized snow vehicle upon a sidewalk in the Town, 
except for the purpose of directly crossing such sidewalk; 

3. Operate a motorized snow vehicle upon any privately 
owned property without the express written permission 
of the owner of the property; 

4. Operate a motorized snow vehicle on any Town 
parklands and properties; 

5. Cross a serviced roadway except at an angle of 
approximately 90’ to the direction of the serviced 
roadway. 

6. Drive a motorized snow vehicle at a greater rate of 
speed than: - 20 kilometers/hour on a highway where 
the speed limit is 50 kilometers per hour or less; 
- 50 kilometers/hour on a highway, which is open to 
motor vehicle traffic, where the speed limit is greater 
than 50 kilometers per hour.
